THE LATE DISASTER AT SEA. 


Extracts from a Private Letter from | 
a Member of 


Dr. Jas. O« Green to 

His Family in Lewisville. 

On Boarnp THE “‘PEREIRE,”’ —- Havre, } 
Jan. 26 , 1852, 


My Dear Fatgeer—I write you. after the 


most terrible experience it has been my for- 
tune te undergo. 
the cabie that [am well dnd that all danger 
is entirely passed. I did this knowing you 
would expect the “Pere're’’ to-day at New 
York and that the news of our bad luck would 
be published In all the New York papers. 

In a few-words, we left Havre under the 
most favorable auspices, and, thank heaven, 
with a very limited number of passengers, on 
Friday, January 15th. A strong westerly gale 
set in and we beat againat it from the Wedncs- 
day followi up to 2:15 p. m. Thursday, the 
21st, when a tremendous sea passed over the 
forward and middle parts of the ship, cirryi: F 
away all the forward saloon, with the o‘fcers’ 
quarters, bridge, ete. The state-room de 
wes instantly invaced by the water, which en- 
tered in large i ae by the gapins holas 
in the main deck. 

e sen being very high and the wind per 
fectly fearful, nearly all the female portion of 
the passengers were in their stale-room:. 
You can conceive, therefore, the terrible na- 
ture of the accident.

Grant and the Radical! Leaders.

SENATE. 
MonparY, Feb. 15, 1808. 
wa Senate was called to order at the uswal 
and opened with prayer by the Right Rev.
